matically summoned by electric call, 
but should he not make a speedy appear- 
ance the envelope may be left for him in 
a message box. Parcels may be intrust- 
ed to the messenger, but it is necessary 
to await his arrival, for they cannot he 
posted in the ordinary way.—London 
Telegraph.

The discipline of the forecastle was good 
for him, at least BO long as he wad afloat. 
Many of them got to be mates, and one 
became a captain. This distinguished 
Bailor man was not a pure bred Indian, 
but wan part negro, anil probably had a 
small though potential quantity of white 
blood. This was Captain Lee, and any 
one down toward Southampton or 8a| 
Harbor can tell of his giant stature anc 
immense strength. This Captain Lee 
was the son of a still more famous man 
Parson Lee.—John O. Bpeed in Har- 
per's Weekly.
